‘Wood Crate Design 
. Offered Packers 
Washington, D. C., July 15—A 
readily feusable apple box with no 
metal, of a design that can be 
used for boxes and crates for var- 
fous purposes, is announced by the 
Research Administration of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
Designed by C. J. Thompson and 
D. F. Fisher of the Bureau of 
Plant Industry, Soils, and Agricul- 
tural Engineering, the sides, bot- 
tomiand top of the box are fast- 
ened securely to the end’ with 
tapered hurdwood pegs tapped in- 
to expansion wood collets, or col- 
Jars. When the pegs are driven in 
level with the sides, bottom and 
top boards, the-sinall ends appear 
within holes bored at suitable ln- 
tervals near the edges of the ends. 
Hardened bjos of glue on thè 
ends of the pegs that protrude 
in the holes keep them from pop- 
ping out” accidently.
